Fow things are full of uglier omen for the
future of the United States than the H:‘owing
disrespect for the judicial body which seems
to be spreading itself through the oounlrly.
The ltotrawhl now reach us are widely
different from anything heard beforeof Ame-
rican judges. The worst we formerly knew
of the bench, even in the wildest frountier
Btates, was that its ocoupants did not wear
srecisely the same awful costume and prac-

iss the same dignified usages as the judges
and barons of Westminster Hall; but it was

robable that kpew & great deal more of

w than anybody about them, snd that
they did not from applying what the

knew. Even the functionary who degide
the celebrated case of Bilas Fixings was

robably right in hig eonclusions, and cer-
rdnlylu not afraid to back them. But

now almosf every mail brings us proof that
in the and net the Eut clvilized of
the older oharges of flagrant aperag-
tion, judges are of every-day

tion, it is o now and then
urged that the charscter sach ar such
s gentleman is beyond suspicion, or. that

the evidenoe is not thought in such or such

conceivable or impossible, or aven uncom-
won. If Americans weres in the habit of
comparing the facts which fall under their
jmmediate wotice with the experience aud
history of olher communities, they would
see that this phenomenon of judicial corrap.
tion, generally belloved, but soquiescad in
without much very serious complaint, has no
parallel or example since the beginning of
givilization.

uences are boginning to be felt, not only b
gim lo Erie lnﬂdhulﬁﬂﬂu but by the EngliﬂE
hrgn rofession. 'The two branches of the
Engli& race knew ouriously little of one
another till the War of Secession, but there
wad An exception to this ignorance in the
steady interchange of judicial precedenta.
Thers were oortain American names which
were appealed tohere with sonroely less confl.
dence than Coke or Mansfield, But quite
recontly English judges have been known to
ghrink from recogmizing the authority of
modern American cases, and, very possibly
not quite fairly distinguishing between one
man and another, or between one Btate and
another, have signifieantly inquired what
these charges.of corruption meant,

When an English gentlaman deputed by
some railwny bondholders addressed the New
York Ohamber of Commerce the other da
en the effect of the action of the New Yor
judges upon the interests which he repre-
sented, the Chamber broadly admitted the
corrupt origin of this judicial intervention,
but attributed it to the iqnumnca of alien
constituencies. This merely meant that she
judges of the State of New York are elective,
and thad the Irish vote is very powerful in
New York. If, however, the purifieation of
the Amerioan judicaturs is not to be expseoted
until Irishmen are debarredsfrom voting, or
until the le give up the direct appoint-
ment of public servants, it may be long
before the reputation of American judges
recovers itself. It is satisfactory, there-
fore, to find one of the most thoughtful
of American newspapers finding the
source of the evil less irhtha::&v;h?fl

ting judges than in the m 0 -
mlf?tm? lagu? practitioners. It is in faot
quite clear, from lish experience, that

e best security for learning and purity in
the bench is learning and a feeling of honor
among the bar. The most powerful of all
forms of publie opinion is professional
opinion, and if the professional feeling of the

ow York practitioners revolted against ig-
noranoe and corruption as mortal sins in a
jud the machinery for croatinﬁtjndgm
would lose moat of its importance. o mere
discomfort of sitting in a court full of men
of greater knowledge and higher honor than
himself would keep the incapable party hack
from desiring 4 seat on the bench; and, be-
yond this, the experience of several com-
munities shows that a popular constituency
charged with the selection of funcklonaries
for whom professional qualifications are
required is influenced in the strongest way by
rofessional opinion., But fhe American
Fagiahtnru have, we are told, adopted of
late the policy of nearly open admission to
the legal profession, the advocates of the
measure defending it on the extraordinarily
fallacious ground that there is no more reason
why specinl conditions should be demanded
for the calling of n legal practitional than for
the calling of a grocer or a butcher. As one
would have thought it enough to reply that
the only callingd which it is best for the
public interest to leave quite open are those
to which the maxim eaveat emplor applies,
and that no client can possibly tell whether a
given lawyer can construe a legislative enact-
ment oorrectly, the only inference which can
be drawn from such au urgument is an infer-
ence as to the class to whotn it was considered
worth while to address it, Bat the fact seems
to be that in most Amariean States
persons are now admitted $o  the
mixed profession of barrister and attorney
with the least possible inquiry into
their knowledge or character. The result,
we need scarcely say, is very unlike that of a
lax system of admission to the English bar,
In this country the moral effects of all-power-
ful traditions have to be allowed for, and the
effeot of an undoubtedly unsatisfaetory sys-
tem of previous preparation is not that Eng-
lish barristers are unlearned, but that the
are narrow. Even here, howaver, it is wort
while noticing that the experience of the
American Btates shows that, under a system
of unchecked competition, the race is in the
long run to the ignorant and the unscrupu-
lous. Everybody of course would sappose,
and we are carefully informed, that even in
New York city thero are many skilful and
honorable practitioners; but they seem to con-
sider it their ohief duty to their clients to
keep their business out of court, and hence
little moral influence is brought to bear on
the bench by men of this class.

It is very difficult for an Englishman to
judge to how many American States, and even
to what parts of the SBtate of New York, the
suspicion of judicial corruption justly ex-
tends. Yet there are many signs that the
macredness of the judicial office is ing
awny everywhere. Nobody has ventured to
breathe & word against the character of the
Judges of the United States; but yet there is
avidently mo seruple in pnckiu% for party par-
poses the Supreme Court, probably in “some
respects the most angust tribunal in the
world. The party now all-powerful evidently
intends not merely to kesp Demoorats and
Bouthern partisaus out of it (which under ex-

istin ciroumstances would be scarcely
wonderful), but to deny entrance
into it to all buot the extremest

fanatics of itd own opinions. The other day
President Grant, baving two vacancies in the
Court to fill up, proposed for them Mr. Stan-
ton, the late Becretary at War, and Mr. Hoar,
the present Attorney-Genera!, Mr. Stanton,
who wes thought to be dying, was A very
great administrator, but one of the hitlereat
of partisans, Mzr. Hoar, though a Republi-
can, is thought to be wadded to s high
standard of {ndiei nl purity and independence.
The Senato instantly confirmed the sppoint-
ment of Mr. Stanton with almost indscent
haste, but suspended its approval of Mr.
Hoar's nomination. ‘This plain intimation to
the Pmudon:m tha:. uoz!a ut the extremest

sppointments would bs palatable to that
rr:‘n{lh of the American Legialature which is
all but omnipotent i nearly as disastrons a
symplom of one sort as the New York stories
are of another.

THE CASE OF ¥FITZ.JOHN PORTER.

The agent of the Associated Press, on Wed.-
nesday, telegraphed from Washington a sum-
mary of the controversy touching the case of
Fitz-John Porter, who, it will be remem-
bered, was cashiered and declared, by a com-
petent military court, to be ever after dis-
qualifie ] from holding any office of honor or
trust under the Government of the United
BStates.

The reason for this sentenee was si:inp&}y
that Porter, while commanding a corps of the
Army of the Potomao under Pope, during the
second Bull Run , Was
slow in marching to the assistance of the
latter, and that, after arriving upon the flank
of the enemy, within a short distance of the
field of battle, he failed to atfack, although
positively ordered to do so.

Porter ssserted at the time of his trial that
be had marched as promptly and rapidly as
possible toward the enemy, and that he failed
to attack previous to the receipt of Pope's
order becsuse he was convinced that the
enemy was noé only too strong, but too
ttrongly intrenched, to leave him any hope of
success; and that when he received FPope's
order, which resched him shortly before sun-
down, it was then too late to obey it. He
now claims to have obtained evidence from
Rebel official reports showing that his convie-
tions were correct in regard to the position
and strength of the enemy. Upon this he
makes an appeal to the President for an
order relieving him from the disqualification
imposed by the sentence of the court which
tried him, As for thisn Rebel evidence, aftor
having examined it carefully, we have to say

that it does not in the least affect the main
question decided by the court, and that now
us before, the only fault to be found with thal
tribunal is that, when it found the accused
guilty, it did not order him to be shot.

It 18 sometimes said, by way of exensa for
Porter, that General Pope “‘labored under the
misfortune of being most disbalieved
muan in the army;"” but it must not be forgot-
ten that, truthfnl or untrwthful, Pope was
the legitimate commander of the army then
fu Virginia; that ke had niarched promptly in
gearch of the enemy u nnnooouﬂans,nﬂhl-
ing whonever and wherever he ocould find
them; that, in this instance, he had notually
outmarched the swift-footed Jackson, and

lanted his own hn:i[:wod forces between
gack!on and W gton, whils Portar's
corps, fresh and active frow the transports
